The amendment recites "reversinq said 
first and said second potentials." However, it is submitted that this is different than "switching the polarity of the anode and cathode" 
disclosed at page 13, line 20 of the specification. The former implies that the magnitude of the voltage stays the same with only the sian 
changing; the latter implies that the magnitudes do not have to be the same. ~ 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument that Peled is 
non-enabling with respect to 2-propanol, this argument is not persuasive. Applicant must show that an artisan could not have made or 
used the prior art apparatus. This has not been shown in this case. See MPEP §2121. Further, Applicant argues that another prior art 
reference teaches away from using 2-propanol. However, such teaching away is inapplicable to an anticipation analysis, as the claimed 
subject matter is anticipated by Peled. See MPEP §2131.05. Note, however, that the arguments regarding the Edlund reference are 
persuasive, and the proplyene glycol limitation is considered to be allowable.
